Juduastries Lewiston is the trading center of a large area. Within 
a 50 mile radius live 450,000. Important products include, textiles, 
shoes, leather novelties, belting, dress goods, bricks, sheet metal, lumber, 
furs, medicines, beverages, bleaching, finishing and dyeing, store fix- 
tures, cigars, brooms, automobile bodies, and many others. 


Population Lewiston’s growth has been steady. At the end of 
the first decade after settlement the population was 948. In 1850 
there were 4,584 inhabitants; 1900, 23,761; 1940, 38,598; 1950 
40,974. It is the second largest city in the State. “[wenty nationali- 
ties are represented and 80% of the population is native born. 


Justilutions Lewiston’s institutions include the Central Maine 


General and St. Mary’s General Hospitals, both of the highest rating; 
the Marcotte Home for Aged People, Sarah C. Frye Home for Aged 
Women, St. Joseph’s Orphanage for Girls and the Healy Asylum for 
Boys, Bates College, within a mile of City Hall, is noted for its beauty. 
Lewiston has one business college, eight parochial schools with an en- 
rollment of 4,500, two high schools, eight elementary schools, and six 
kindergartens. Teachers number 125, student enrollment 3,400. 
Lewiston has fourteen churches, including six Roman Catholic, Episco- 
pal, Methodist Episcopal, United Baptist, Federated Congregational and 
Universalist, Greek Orthodox, Lutheran, Christian Science, and Hebrew.

General Government 


The division of the city administration known as general govern- 
ment includes the Mayor, the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, the City 
Clerk, Corporation Counsel, Board of Registration. Reports of activi- 
ties of these follow. The powers of the Board of Mayor and Aldermen 
are limited though it is the legislative body for the city. 


MAYOR and COUNCIL

The first revision of the Lewiston municipal ordinances 
REVISE since 1936 was completed by the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
ORDINANCES ™¢2 with the actual revision made by John D. Clifford III. 
The work is in three volumes, one containing the general ordi- 

nances, another the building code, and a third the fire code. 


As a forward step, the board created the industrial develop- 
ment department in an effort to bring new industry to the city 
and aid in diversification of local industry. 


A partial revision of areas under the Zoning Ordinance was 
completed. Under the ordinance, zone lines were extended and 
some designations of zones changed. Several hearings were 
held on both revisions. 


BUY LAND The council authorized purchase of land on Main Street 
FOR SCHOOL for a new fire sub-station and on Farwell Street for the new 
FIRE Farwell school. The latter project was completed shortly after 


STATION the end of the fiscal year. 


A $70,000 street paving bond issue was floated to enable 
the city to rebuild, under contract, Bates Street. Also author- 
ized was an $800,000 tax anticipation loan and the borrowing 
capacity was increased to 534% of property valuation. 


$2,427,830 Aldermen passed the $2,427,830.42 budget resolve a the 
BUDGET tax assessors’ resolve of $1,799,645.93. 


The council levied assessments for sewers completed on 
First, Second, Marble, Albert, Montello, and Charles Streets, 
on Simard, Albert, Baird, and Dawn Avenues. In addition it 
authorized construction of a sewer on Morris Avenue. 


Pettingill Street, from Wellman Street to Central Avenue, 
was accepted as was 60 feet of Laurier Street.

Practically all municipal activities revolve around the office 
of the city clerk and the rising tide of Lewiston’s population 
has greatly increased demands for various services. The in- 
crease in revenues received indicates the increased volume of 
business. In 1942, revenue totaled $6,787 and this has increased 
to $18,269, an all time high. It represents an increase of 
$2,156 over the previous year and makes the office self 
supporting. 


The varied duties incumbent on the city clerk and his staff 
include: Custodian of all records, registrar of vital statistics, 
supervision of elections, recording and corresponding secretary 
of the city council, recording of minutes of meetings of all city 
boards, administering all oaths of office, recording and process- 
ing chattel mortgages, bills of sale, and business contracts, super- 
vision of insane commitments, preparation of material on sewer 
assessments and street acceptances, publication of the annual 
city report, issuance of all city licenses as well as State fish and 
game and dog licenses, and all other duties vested by State law 
in the city clerk. |

As supervisor of elections, the clerk handled five elections. 
A record 17,792 votes were cast in the presidential election. 
The State primary vote was 9,894 and for the State election 
the total was 14,201. At the city election, when there were 
three mayoralty candidates and a contest for aldermen in all 
but one ward, the vote was 9,200. Candidates for mayor re- 
ceived these totals; Roland L. Marcotte, seeking a second term, 
7,689; Wilfred D. Doucette 1,034; and Philip St. Pierre 336. 
In accordance with the city charter one run-off election, that 
in Ward Seven was conducted. Robert W. Caron, the incum- 
bent, retained his council seat polling 695 to 534 for Jules G. 
Goudreau, Jr.

The annual report of the corporation counsel shows that 
two important matters affecting the city were brought before 
the State Supreme Court at the May, 1952, term, with the city 
prevailing in the postponed election case while losing the case 
involving legality of a sales tax on water. The election case 
resulted from the February, 1952, blizzard on election day. A 
mandamus action against the Zoning Board was successfully 
defended and pleadings were filed in two other cases which at 
the end of the year were before the Superior Court. 


One hundred and three additional files came into the official’s 
office, making the total for the two years in office 261, with 
approximately a dozen matters carried over to the successor. 


The official attended the majority of meetings of the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen, and several of the Board of Finance, 
Zoning Board and Board of Zoning Appeals, and the Board 
of Public Works. He also appeared at legislative hearings and 
before the Industrial Accident Commission. 


A total of 25 formal legal opinions were drafted and 20 
claims against the city investigated. The claims totaled 
$7,602.08 and the official recommended payment of $234.90. 
Collections from towns in pauper cases amounted to $221.65 
and from delinquent taxpayers $822.17. 


The corporation counsel also prepared many deeds, analyzed 
important city contracts, seized land for the new fire sub-station 
by process of eminent domain, and prepared and followed 
through proof of claim in the embezzlement case involving the 
city controller. 


Following is a brief tabulation of referrals by various city 
boards: Board of Public Works 22, Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen 18, treasurer 15, Board of Health and Welfare 10, 
Fire Commission 7, Police Commission, Zoning Board, and 
Board of Finance 6 each, and Board of Education 2.

Finance 


The finances of the city are administered by the Board of Finance 
of which the mayor is chairman ex-officio. The board has general 
supervision over the several departments on disbursement and receipt of 


funds. 


All transfers of funds within departments must be approved 


by the Board of Finance and in turn recommended to the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen. 


Under direct jurisdiction of the board are four departments: 
Auditor, treasurer-tax collector, controller and board of assessors. These 
officials are appointed by the Board of Finance.

A near complete change of personnel in the office of the 
municipal auditor took place late in the fiscal year with the 
resignation of Julian W. Deshaies, auditor since the charter 
was adopted in 1939, and two women clerks. Mrs. Theresa 
Audibert, assistant auditor, carried on the duties of the office 
until the new auditor, Armand G. Sansoucy, a former mayor, 
was appointed by the Board of Finance. 

The office of the auditor is the heart of the municipal 
finance department as it is here that all transactions are made 
including paying of bills, preparation of payrolls and earnings 
record cards, and recording of all receipts and disbursements. 

The auditor is the finance officer of the city and budget 
director and in these duties works closely with the controller. 
Installation of all new systems pertaining to finances in the 
various departments originates with the auditor. Also the 
office does all water and tax billing. All records are micro- 
filmed at the end of each fiscal year.

All major purchases are made after competitive bidding — 
a policy set by the Board of Finance and one which has saved 
the city countless thousands of dollars in the 14 years this sys- 
tem has been in effect. 


During the 1952-53 fiscal year, the controller called for 
bids on numerous items including equipment for the new Far- 
well school, construction of the new Barkerville fire station, a 
750-gallon triple combination fire pumper, new police cruiser 
cars, Public Works Department equipment and supplies, and 
other items of material and services necessary for municipal 


operation.

The division of public safety is composed of the police and fire 
departments, and included with these are the sealer of weights and 
measures, Who works with the police department; and the municipal 
court. Commissioners of the fire and police departments meet jointly 
as the Board of Public Safety and this board is charged with responsi- 
bility for all measures for the safety of citizens.

Investigations by the detective bureau reached 1,050 cases, 
an increase of 50, and the members of the bureau, in addition 
to their regular duties, supervised the Schoolboy Patrol which 
comprises 155 members. 

Enforcement of traffic ordinances brought an increase in 
TAGGED revenue through traffic fines.

A new official, a director of industrial development, was 
added to the city’s official family during the last half of the fiscal 
year in an effort to aid diversification of local industry. 


The function of the department is to acquaint and interest 
industry to locate here. It is pointed out the city offers many 
advantages including loyal and dependable labor, adequate 
power, unlimited opportunities for summer and winter recrea- 
tion, retail trading center for 150,000, banking center for 
75,000, inexhaustible supply of pure water for domestic and 
manufacturing purposes, and a low tax rate. 


Competition in the field is keen and the city offering the 
manufacturer the most in inducements is usually the successful 
bidder. The half year the office was in operation did not show 
immediate results but many industrialists were acquainted with 
the advantages offered by Lewiston. 


Local real estate and civic groups showed considerable inter- 
est in the promotion project and gave aid to the director in this 
work.

The Lewiston Municipal Court committed 14 neglected 
children to care and custody of the State Department of Health 
and Welfare and, for clinical purposes, services of the court 
were sought in 123 cases involving non-support and family 
difficulties. In only 29 instances were warrants issued. 


For purposes of adjudication and disposition the court en- 
tertained 1,583 cases and in addition 245 juvenile matters in 
which 32 warrants were issued. NHeld for the grand jury were 
21 respondents where a charge of a felony was preferred and 
35 appeals were processed. 


As part of disposition of misdemeanors, 462 respondents 
were placed on probation and in many cases opportunity was 
granted to pay fines and costs at a later date. Asa result, the 
probation officer collected $2,428.91. 


The court heard 255 civil cases and 148 so-called small 
claims. 


The court paid $8,500.21 to the county and the city re- 
ceived from the county and other civil fees $8,864.99.

Due principally to three serious fires in January, 1953, fire 
losses in Lewiston jumped to the highest total in many years, 
being $361,808.15, a per capita loss of $8.79 or an average 
loss of $1,413.31 per fire in 256 buildings. ‘The total fire 
loss figure is an increase of $217,990.29 over that for the 
previous year. 


Fires resulted in three fatalities and 21 persons were in- 
jured in addition to 37 firemen. Eight persons died of asphyxia. 


The department responded to 256 fire calls and 477 for 
other service, a total of 733. “There were 179 residential type 
fires, seven non-residential, 47 in mercantile buildings, five in 
manufacturing plants, five in storage plants, and 20 muiscellane- 
ous. Firemen responded to 18 bell alarms, 593 telephone 
alarms, 99 still alarms, 14 sprinkler alarms and _ seven false 
alarms. 


Chimneys and flues with 87 topped the list of causes of 
fires in buildings, followed by careless smoking at 41, defective 
oil ranges 33, and defective wiring 32. “There were 183 
brush and grass fires, 55 automobile fires, 24 calls for emer- 
gency and life saving, 60 public service calls, and 36 needless 
calls or smoke scares. 


Broken down by types, the $361,808.15 fire loss figure 
shows: Residential $119,617.62, non-residential $1,654.50, 
mercantile $192,981.28, manufacturing $13,213.84, storage 
$16,481.54, and miscellaneous $17,859.27. Valuation. of 
buildings involved in fires was placed at $1,021,185 and con- 
tents $516,235.58, insurance coverage $918,110.60,, unin- 
sured loss $28,062.50. 


The department continued its fire prevention activities 
through inspections and drills, making a total of 1,636 in- 


INSPECTIONS spections. Drills in public and parochial schools showed 


7,992 pupils and 273 teachers evacuted buildings in an average 
of 45.5 seconds.

A slight decrease in value of construction permits issued 
by the building inspector was noted, as the total reached 
$1,056,729. The previous year this figure was $1,177,037, 
and two years ago $1,872,938. ‘This would indicate that 
building is catching up with the demand for new residences. 
Of the 345 permits issued, 64 were for new homes valued at 
$500,350, two for multiple dwellings $25,000, and 75 for 
private garages valued at $61,985. 


Two permits for institutions valued at $258,000 were is- 
sued as were three for commercial garages at $16,600; one for 
a mercantile building $7,000; one filling station $15,000; 79 
for repairs of $1,000 or less, $28,440; 46 for repairs over 
$1,000, $72,004; 33 for non-residential building repairs of 
$10,000 or less, $57,350; and one for repairs to non-residen- 
tial property of $25,000. 


Other permits issued included three for moving buildings, 
15 for demolishing structures, three to install tanks, and 17 
for signs. 


The Board of Electrical Examiners held 19 meetings, 
gave examinations to 14 applicants. It issued 62 master con- 
tractor licenses, 79 journeymen, and 74 electrical servicemen’s 
permits, a total of 235. 


The electrical inspectors made 654 inspections, a figure 
168 below that of a year ago. The list includes 62 new homes, 
112 renewed services, 127 alterations and additions, 39 electric 
ranges, 49 hot water heaters, 117 power burners, 23 electric 
signs, 12 electric motors, and 102 television antennas. The in- 
spectors condemned 12 services.

The Zoning Board held 24 meetings during the year, spent 
considerable time in revising zoning lines, and conducted four 
hearings on complaints of zoning law violations. Revision 
of the zoning ordinance was completed with public hearings 
before the Board of Mayor and Aldermen and the Zoning 
Board. ‘The latter board received assistance from the city en- 
gineer in preliminary work on revision of lines. 


The city engineer is to provide new zoning maps with the 
various zones designated by different colors. 


The four hearings included the Dupuis case on location of 
a storage building: the Labbe case on relocating a garage on 
property of Gerard St. Pierre; the right of the Natick Tool Co. 
to operate in a residential zone; and the Delima Faucher case 
on conducting a lodging house in a residential zone. 


Four meetings of the Planning Board, composed of one 
representative of each of the other city boards, took place. 
Discussion centered on a new Barkerville fire station, later con- 
structed; a new police station, a building committee for which 
was appointed; and the Scribner Boulevard sewer system which 
was delayed due to non-payment of estimated assessments prior 
to start of construction. 


Also discussed were water facilities for the city farm, a 
gymnasium and auditorium for Lewiston High school, an in- 
cinerator for the Public Works Department, future school plan- 
ning, and sidewalk projects. 


The Board found the city would have a borrowing capacity 
of $525,000 at the end of the fiscal year and the bonded debt 
amounts to $1,824,000 according to figures presented by the 
city treasurer. 


A cost of $200,000 or more was estimated for the new 
police headquarters building, $203,000 for street paving, and 
$250,000 for an incinerator. 


Construction of a new police headquarters was recom- 
mended as the next major municipal project.

Civil Defense, operated by unpaid personnel, progressed in 
the fiscal year from the planning and paper stage to a working 
organization which functioned under practice and actual 
emergency conditions. 


Early in 1952, Mayor Roland L. Marcotte appointed Irv- 
ing Friedman to head the CD organization and he took steps 
to familiarize himself with the existing set-up and of facilities 
available for emergency use. A plan for web defense of the city 
was drawn under which Lewiston has five zones which in turn 
are broken down into districts and blocks. The director 
explained the plan to city officials at a meeting on May 8 and 
heads of all municipal departments were acquainted with their 
duties. 


All muncipal agencies have pledged support and schools, 
public buildings, personnel, and equipment were indexed and 
assigned special functions. An advisory council was appointed, 
representing each city department, the Chamber of Commerce, 
industry, labor, public utilities, and veterans groups. 


The following CD services were either organized or aug- 
mented: Medical, welfare, emergency rescue, communications, 
transportation, fire fighting, and public information. An ex- 
cellent reserve police force, formed in the early stages of CD, 
continued intensive training and saw active service. 


While two mass recruiting campaigns failed to bring into 
the organization the desired number of volunteers, favorable 
response was received from the Androscoggin Dental Associa- 
tion, the Women’s Medical Association, and the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


On March 27-30, the organization performed under actual 
emergency conditions brought on by the Androscoggin River 
flood. A control center was set up in the mayor's office. En- 
gineering service was supplied by the city engineer and a boat 
pool by the fire department. Some 300 vehicles were readied 
for CD use. The reserve police unit patroled the flood areas. 
The medical unit was alerted and the public health officer was 
in charge of sanitation control.

The collection of French books at the Lewiston Public 
Library continues to grow and the 50th annual report of the 
librarian shows the collection covers a wide variety of subjects. 
Some are the works of French and Canadian authors while 
many others are translations of popular English works. 

The latest compilation shows a total of 70,891 books in 
both French and English at the library. Quality of reading in 
the community is good and people depend on the library for 
help in finding the better books. Volumes added to the library 
stacks this year were purchased after a check of requests. Be- 
cause of popularity some duplicate purchases were necessary. 

Total circulation was placed at 81,154 volumes and the 
monthly average 6,763. Juvenile circulation was 26,335, 
books in the French language 9,819. ‘The largest daily issue 
was 783 and the smallest 106. The library was open 303 days. 

At the start of the year the library had 68,989 books. To 
this was added 1,902 volumes, 77 purchased through the State 
stipend, and 1,635 by the city appropriation. The library re- 
ceived 190 as gifts. Withdrawn from circulation were 196 
books. 

Total circulation represents a slight increase from the pre- 
vious year. For the 1951-52 year, the total was 80,893 vol- 
umes and the 1952-53 total 81,154. While it was a slight 
gain from a year ago, it represents a considerable gain over two 
years ago. 

Every effort is made to make reading attractive to children 
and a new phase in this department was addition of primers 
for beginners. An added feature to the Saturday morning story 
hour, conducted by assistant librarians, was a record player. 

New registrations totaled 1,589 and non-resident registra- 
tions 203. 

Circulation classified: Fiction 34,152, juvenile fiction 
15,232, juvenile non-fiction 10,876, French fiction 9,268, bi- 
oraphy 2,428, history and travel 2,292, literature 1,550, fine 
arts 841, useful arts 817, science 432, sociology 775, religion 
389, French non-fiction 551, philosophy 244, juvenile French 
227, general works and periodicals 202, and language 78.

A slight decrease in infant mortality, along with other de- 
creases in the general death rate and local birth rate, was noted 
in the office of the health officer. Infant mortality dropped from 
27.4 per 1,000 births to 26.1, the general death rate from 10.3 
to 9.6 and the birth rate from 23.0 to 21.4 per 1,000 popu- 
lation. 


This makes the infant mortality rate the third lowest since 
1936 when the figure was 86.2. The State rate is 22.2, a size- 
able decrease from the 30.3 figure of a year ago. 


Statistics on file at the health office show 1,991 births, of 
which 881 were designated as residents, and 686 deaths, in- 
cluding 396 residents. 


Large decreases in both the tuberculosis and cancer death 
rates were recorded. “The tuberculosis rate dropped from 23.8 
to 1.0 per 1,000 deaths, there being only four such deaths, and 
the cancer rate fell from 149 to 15.6 per 1,000 deaths. There 


were 26 persons meeting violent or accidental deaths. 


Another increase in communicable diseases was recorded, 
the increase being from 1,167 to 1,623, of which 924 were 
German measles. Measles cases numbered 44, a big decrease 
from a year ago; infectious hepatitis 100; chickenpox 158; 
another large decrease; scarlet fever 38; mumps 198, a large in- 
crease; and whooping cough 92, also an increase. 


Heart disease continues as the leading cause of death, fol- 
lowed by cancer, cerebral hemorrhages, violent accidents, neph- 
ritis, diabetes, and pneumonia. 


Complete reports of the public health nurses and the sani- : 
tary and plumbing inspectors are on file at the health office.

Control and management of all schools, their repair and main- 
tenance while in use for school purposes, is vested in the Board of 
Education. Also centered here is control of the Memorial Armory, 
used in part for school purposes; and recreation, which includes the 
Summer playground program and care and custody of athletic fields.

OCCUPY As the year closed, the school department was preparing 
NEW to occupy the new Farwell school, construction of which had 
SCHOOL been completed. ‘The first classes at the school were held two 


weeks after the close of the 1952-53. fiscal year. 


The structure provides 14 new classrooms and a spacious 
multi-purpose room. The building is modern in every respect 
and will serve 420 children for the kindergarten through the 
sixth grade. 


School statistics show full-time employment of 161 per- 
sons: Teachers, supervisors, administration, and non-profes- 
sional staff. An ever-increasing number of these are persons 
with bachelor and master degrees. Extension courses taken and 
summer schools attended guarantee not only the minimum re- 
quirements for professional improvement, but in the majority 
of cases teachers assume maximum rather than minimum re- 
quirements. In addition to regular classroom procedures, the 
department provides. visiting teacher service for the physically 
handicapped and another service for those hard of hearing. 
Teachers serve approximately 3,200 students, with about 1,000 
of these enrolled in the high school. 


Evening schools were maintained for 30 weeks. The 


300 AT classes for adults are most popular and furnish educational op- 
EVENING portunities along many lines, not only academic, but also com- 
SCHOOL mercial, industrial arts, domestic science and other courses. 


Some 300 students attended. 


As the year closed, there was agitation for completion of 
the high school structure, that is construction of a gymnasium 
and auditorium and eight more classrooms.

An expanded plan utilizing city owned land in Franklin 
Pasture was begun during the 1952-53 fiscal year, with the plan 
drafted by the National Recreation Association. Such use of 
the property had been suggested by Mayor Roland L. Marcotte 
under a long-range plan. When completed, it will provide 
new play fields and picnic areas and also make possible a winter 
sports program. 


The recreation budget provides for a full-time director but 
the city ended the year without such a person due to resignation 
of Pennell S. Eustis. Also on full-time duty is a maintenance 
man and other personnel is employed during the summer 
months to care for six designated play areas with such activities 
as swimming, athletics, tot activities, and picnics. Swimming 
instruction and lifeguard service give needed protection to 
thousands of children using the two pools. 


The objectives of acommunity supported recreation program 
converge into one basic purpose, to provide greater happiness 
for all ages by giving these individuals opportunity to use 
leisure time happily and constructively. 


These outlets for expression include not only the play- 
ground program, swimming pools, and athletic areas, but in 
addition such things as arts and crafts, music and dancing, 
skating and picnics.

sought a wage adjustment. The department completed the 
year under a new assistant director due to the death of Edmond 
J. Lambert. Norman L. Levesque was named his successor. 


The department experienced an extremely light winter with 
only 43.85 inches of snow. A year ago crews battled 127.7 
inches and costs of snow removal dropped to $35,617.94. A 
year ago this totaled $101,184.84. Due principally to this 
decrease, an unexpended balance of $9,857.77 was shown on 


March 31, 1953. 


Despite the comparative lack of snow covering, the depart- 
ment was forced to spread 3,214 cubic yards of prepared sand 
and salt and 200 tons of salt on icy walks and streets. Figures 
for a year ago were only slightly higher. 


A jump in cost of waste removal was noted, from 
$46,444.86 to $51,530.42, with four trucks in full-time use. 


Under contracts, and with city crews, new walks or major 
repair jobs were done on sidewalks on Oxford, River, Cedar, 
Lincoln, Lisbon, and Sabattus Streets with 9,548 square yards 
of new walks being built. 


Under the permanent street program six major projects 
were undertaken with the work being done both by city crews 
and private contractors. Four were under the State aid pro- 

ram: Nichols Street, Lisbon Street, Main Street underpass, 
Cedar Street and South Bridge repaving. Both River and Ox- 
ford Streets in the so-called Little Canada area, were rebuilt, 
and the Bates Street rebuilding project begun. Much of the 
work was done by W. H. Hinman Co. which applied all the 
hot-top surfaces. 


The South Bridge was repainted by Corey Steeplejacks at 
a cost of $10,780, with Lewiston paying two-thirds of the cost. 
The PWD rebuilt bridges in Hines Alley, Foss Road, and the 
Jordan Road; repainted the Oxford Street bridge; and repaired 
planking and railings on lesser bridges. 


It was necessary to completely rebuild the Main and Pet- 
tingill Streets arch over the Jepson Brook. 


For surface treating of 47 streets, the department spread 
93,340 gallons of tar and 3,517 cubic yards of screened gravel. 
Much street repair work was done with 11,850 gallons of tar 
and 1,456 cubic yards of gravel used for cold patch and 28,819 
cubic yards of gravel used on different streets. Nineteen new 
catch basins were constructed, 24 repaired, and all cleaned.

New sewer mains were constructed under the assessment 

ADD NEW plan on Farwell, Meader, Spofford, Russell Street Extension 
SEWERS and Morris Avenue. Only 85 sewer entrance permits were 
issued, a considerable decrease from the high of 246 in 1949. 


The Fairlawn Avenue storm sewer was completed, the Goff 
Pasture sewer project begun, the Pepperell Arch sewer rebuilt 
at a cost of $12,636.25, and the septic tank for the Omer-Baril 
sewer system completed and put in operation. ‘The latter was 
constructed by A. L. Paradis Co. at $4,850. 


Continuing with the tree planting program, 104 Norway 
maple trees were set out, 33 to replace those planted a year ago 
which failed to survive the winter, 42 at locations where larger 


PLANT 104 trees had been removed, and 29 at new locations requested by 
NORWAY citizens. The department removed 43 trees and many others 
MAPLES were trimmed. As in the past, tree spraying against brown tail 
moth infestation was at a minimum. 
Bushes were cut on Glenwood Avenue, Switzerland Road, 
No Name Pond Road, Randall Road, Pleasant Street, Scribner 
Boulevard, and Pond Road. 
New water mains were installed on 23 streets calling for 
EXTEND 89 new services, 44 relays, nine services cleaned, 66 leaks in 
WATER services and 43 in mains repaired. Six new hydrants were in- 


SERVICE stalled on Hogan Road, Ferry Road, Old Lisbon Road, Russell, 
Buckley, and Farwell Streets. 


Water consumption reached 2,048,446,000 gallons, an 
increase of 61,130,100 gallons. The daily average was 
5,612,236 gallons. To this was added 13,638 pounds of 
chlorine gas; a daily average of 36.4 pounds, or 6.6 pounds per 
million gallons of water. 


The street light division installed lights at 50 new locations 
STREET and made 105 replacements. A total of 2,090 street light 
LIGHTS * lamps were replaced. A year ago this figure was 1,871. Street 
lights were on a daily average of 11 hours 31 minutes. New 
luminaires were installed on Main Street from the North Bridge 

to Canal Street.

Expenditures $201,381.33 Per Capita $4.91 


For the third time since 1949, accounts of the welfare di- 
vision were overdrawn due to continued demand for municipal 
aid. A year ago the division completed the fiscal year with an 
unexpended balance and for the past fiscal year it went in the 
red by $4,445.83. Cost of welfare averaged $13,760.87 a 
month. Of the total overdraft, $3,811.86 was in the item of 
aid to dependent children and the remainder was due to increased 
costs of hospital and institutional care. 


Cost of local welfare was placed at $86,653.93, a decrease 
of $10,794.62 from a year ago, and the account showed an un- 
expended balance of $2,740.94. Only in accounts for admin- 
istration, local welfare, and soldier care did an unexpended 
balance exist. The item for State case care amounted to

Lewiston completed the 1952-1953 fiscal year with an unexpended balance of 
$41,547.57, a year ago this figure was $51,184.49, according to the year end audit 
of municipal accounts. The bonded debt decreased from $1,824,000.00 to 
$1,768,000.00 and the borrowing capacity increased from $409,501.19 to 
$499,920.98. Of the tax commitment of $1,825,319.82 on real estate, personal 
property and polls, $28,981.60 remained outstanding. 


Appropriations and credits totaled $2,727,731.52 a decrease of $196,947.07 
and expenditures $2,662,768.46 show a decrease of $156,884.58 compared to a 
year ago. Total revenue amounted to $2,362.682.14 and of this current taxes 
brought $1,796,931.11. State school aid amounted to $64,080.20 a decrease of 
$17,515.35. Motor vehicle excise taxes amounted to $141,491.16 a decrease of 
$2,009.59 from a year ago. 


Cost of welfare was placed at $200,500.83 a decrease of $15,509.55 with 
local cases costing $86,653.93, State cases $17,356.55, and outside towns cases 
$6,333.38. The cost of local cases represents a decrease of $10, 794.62 over a year 
ago. Due the city from the State is $3,880.41 and from outside towns $2,382.31. 
City Farm revenue of $10,123.94 shows an increase of $2,495.27.
